T h e United 
Staten w an ts 21 such cruisers and 
Britain 15. 
The question is whether 
Britain’s quota shall be raised to 
3 8, m aking the ratio 21 to 3 8, or the 
United S tates quota be cut to 78 
m aking the ratio 18 to 5. 
The five power conference m ost 
likely will be held in m id-J anuary. 
It will be regarded as a renewal of 
the 1921 conference at W ashington 
which limited capital ships. 
Great Britain w ants a total o£ 50 
cruisers, Including 35 with 8 Inch 
gurus and 35 with 6 inch guns, m ak ­ 
ing a total tonnage of 339,000. The 
United States w ants a. total of 36, 
including 221 with 8 inch guns and 
15 with 6 inch guns, totaling 315.- 
000 tons. 
It w as disclosed today that P re­ 
mier MacDonald plans to visit old 
friends 
in 
Philadelphia 
enroute 
back to N ew York after he leaves 
W ashington on October 10. 
The agreem ent w as said on the 
highest authority, em bodies a sp e­ 
cification that Britain and the U n i­ 
ted States agree that total abolition 
of subm arines is desired. 
Britain’s cruiser 
dem ands 
cover 
the entire British empire, in aimilsi* 
fashion to the agreem ent on bat­ 
tleship» at the 
WuKuington arm s 
conference. 
MacDonald and President H oover 
have agreed that thojre should be 
a downward curve in 
naval 
con ­ 
struction until 3936. 
In 3935 the 
political situation of the world will 
be reviewed to see If further reduc­ 
tions are possible. 
The brusis of the proposed red u c­ 
tion is purely political, It w as e m ­ 
phasized. and Britain hitherto has 
been handicapped in naval red u c­ 
tion by the world wide political sit­ 
uation. Britain will not ied u ce her 
fleet beyond the level of security. 
That point was m ade clear.

Continuing, the minister said, in 
part: 
"Today we use prayers,

anthems, offerings, 
and 
scripture 
readings as the chief features of our 
public W'orship hoping thereby to 
enable us to breathe 
the atmos­ 
phere of the divine, to lift ourselves 
toward the divine levels, to grip us 
with the sense of God. The organ 
and other

axe also not to be overlooked in 
their significant contribution to the 
worship. W e worship 
really 
when 
through thesi as media we think 
the thoughts of God after him. have 
our emotions stirred to love God 
and our neighbors, come to the de­ 
cision that our wills are ours only 
to make them His. Sometimes we 
mistake dignity for reverence 
and 
common courtesy for worship; but 
worship using these as a stepping 
stone goes far beyond them. 
"Those who attend public w or­ 
ship and seek its benefits find that 
thoughtlessness and obsession 
by 
other things are the chief enemies 
of the 
spirit 
and 
experience 
of 
worship. 
"Putting the worship In our pub­ 
lic worship depends in larg« meas­ 
ure upon the architecture 
of 
the 
building and its appointments and 
also upon the whole atmosphere of 
the place of worship, but in the last 
analysis the attitude of the wor­ 
shipper is most important. Only as 
he ‘w ills to worship’ do the bene­ 
fits and inspirations of the 
w or­ 
ship become his. his soul re-charg­ 
ed for holy endeavor.

BATTLE OF HARLEM HEIGHTS 
On Sept. 16 , 1776 , the B attle of 
Harlem 
Heights, 
in 
which 
the 
Americans 
repulsed

British 
troops, was fought on w hat Is to­ 
day the site of Barnard college of 
Columbia university . 
British battleships 
had 
opened 
fire on the Americans the preced­ 
ing day and a general panic en­ 
sued.

W ashington, 
gal­ 
loping down to the scene of the 
battle, cam e upon the disordered 
troops. 
He succeeded in getting 
his arm y off without 
loss 
and 
then took post at King’s bridge, 
beginning to strengthen and for­ 
tify his lines. 
While W ashington was thus en ­ 
gaged, the British advanced and 
on Sept. 16 the B attle of Harlem 
Heights took place, in which great 
bravery was shown by the Con­ 
necticut and Virginia troops, the 
two commanding 
officers 
being 
killed. 
This 
skirmish 
was 
the

taste of victory for the Americans 
and encouraged the troops.
